There were 8 fire alarms sent in 
last year. Two were hopses, 2. prai- 
rie fires, one rubbish and garbage, 
one pile of ties, and two were out 
of towny Of the two houses, the one- 
on 6th “Ave. East was a total loss. 
Tlie one of 6th Ave West was saved 
with slight damage to the furniture. 
The two prairie fires were: one on 
the west side of town which burnt 
approximately 50 acres, the other 


summer operations again comm-'on the east side of town covered a 


quarter section. These fires were 
confined to,Jocation so that there 
was no damage to. improved pro- 
perty. Two other - fire calls were 
phoned in--qne from Edgerton 9 (| 
the other from 6 miles south of 
town. There was also a lot of iire 
hazards taken care of in the way of 
cleaning up lots, streets and neal 
property of brush and grass. 

During the past year we 
pipe line On main street between | 
had three serious breaks in the 
sixth and seventh avenues, One oc- 
curred during a fire at ‘the first of 
the year andtwo during a test in 
the first part of December. The 
breaks were welded and concrete 
blocks were formed around the 
pipe to give extra support. Recent 
tests have shown the repairs to be 
O-K. 

All other equipment including 
water wells, pumps, motors, storage 
tanks, fire hose and chemical truck 
etc. are in good repair, There was 
no Canada Underwriters inspec- 
tion. The last one was in 1942 and 
reported by this committee last 
year. In our last years report we 
mentioned: the ordering of a fire 
siren. The delay was entirely ‘due 
to circumstances 
war conditions and we have to re- 
port that there is still some parts 
that cannot be obtained at the pre- 
sent time. When these parts are avr 
ailable, the siren will be operated 
by remote control.

‘Board of: Trustees of the Municipal 
Hospital I beg to submit the follow- 
ing report:- 

The year 1943 was one of pro- 
gress and financial success. We be-, 
gin the year 1944 with a credit ba-: 
lance of $2244.42, as against a cre- 
dit balance of $1851.14 at the begin 
ning of 1943, and a debit ‘balance of 
$451.67 at the beginning of 1942. 
The hospital has had a very busy 
year, due partly to the. Military 
Camp, the opening of which great- 
ly increased the population of the 
town. Sometimes the hospital has 
been over-crowded, but will not 
be possible to increase its capacity 
during the war, 

Possibly the greatest difficulty en 
countered Was in getting nurses, a 
problem which is actte in practie- 
increased 


line with other hospitals. The Bo- 
ard has whole heartedly endorsed a 
resolution of the Alberta Hospital 
Council, asking the Federal Govern 
ment to set a uniform scale of sal- 
aries fot nurses, in order to elimi- 
nate wage competition between hos 
pitals. 


At present we are happy to have: 
a full staff of competent nurses, 
under the supervision of the mat- 
ron, Miss. G. Sim and are pleased 
to report that everything is work- 
ing harmoniously -and_ efficiently, 
the patients expressing themselves 
as well pleased with the care they , 
have received. |
